Report t o  Congressman Lawrence J. Hogan pursuant t o  h i s  request  

t h a t  we review the  formal enforcement procedures of HEW under t i t l e  

V I  of t h e  C i v i l  Rights Act of 1964 and the provis ions  of the  mergency 

School Assis tance Program (ESAP) app l i cab le  t o  d i sc r imina t ion .  The 

review w a s  made t o  determine whether HEW had appl ied  i t s  procedures 

on a cons i s t en t  and uniform b a s i s  i n  car ry ing  out  i t s  a c t i o n s .  We 

a l s o  examined i n t o  t h e  adequacy of t he  coord ina t ion  between the  HEW 

Office  f o r  Civ i l  Rights ,  which i s  respons ib le  f o r  t h e  t i t l e  V I  com- 

p l i ance  program, and the  HEW Off ice  of Education, which i s  respons ib le  

f o r  adminis te r ing  ESAP. We d id  not,however, make any judgments a s  t o  

t h e  merits of t h e  cases  reviewed. 

We concluded t h a t  HEW genera l ly  had complied wi th  app l i cab le  

laws and i t s  r egu la t ions ,  p o l i c i e s ,  and procedures i n  adminis te r ing  

formal enforcement proceedings under t i t l e  V I  and under ESAP. We 

concluded a l s o  t h a t  adequate procedures ex i s t ed  f o r  coord ina t ion  between 

the  Off ice  of Civil  Rights  and the  Off ice  of Education i n  t i t l e  V I  and 

ESAP admin i s t r a t ive  proceedings. 

HEW o f f i c i a l s  were not  given an opportuni ty  t o  formally comment 

on t h e  matters discussed i n  t h e  r epor t .

The report concerned our review of the formal enforcement procedures 

of the Department of Health, Education, and Velfare CHEW1 under title V I  

of the Civil Rights Act of 1964 (4.2 U,S.C. 2000d-2000d-4) and the pro- 

visions of the Emergency School Assistance Prugram (ESAPI applicable 

to discrimination. 

On the basis oE our review, we believe that HEW generally has 

complied with applicable laws and its regulations, palicies,  and pro- 

cedures i n  administering formal enforcement proceedings under t i t l e  V I  

and under ESM. We believe also that adequate procedures ex is t  fur 

coordination t i t le  V I  and ESAP administrative 

proceedings.
